‘for some time that the financial im- 
“ stitutions of the country have not been 

‘and are not now willing to comply with 

all the demands made upon them for 

foans, not that the banks and great loan 
companies are in any way in a bad con- 

‘dition financially, but that they are de- 

termined to continue in a good financial 

condition, calls made upon them are 
so numerots that it is impossible to sat- 
ety everybody. 

With a view to ascertaining what 18 
being thought of the position in finan- 
cial circles a representative of The Globe 
has during the last few days waited on 
a number of gentlemen in the city of 
‘Yoronto who are closely identified with 
financial organizations, and though, for 
somewhat obvious reasons, it is not pos- 
sible to disclose their identity, yet the 
results of these investigations are of in- 
terest, ana on the whole’ may be re- 
garded as reassuring by those who have 
ot_iate become a little fearful as ‘to the 
condition which alteirs have assumed, 
a Causes of Dear Money. 

Generally speaking, the chief causes of 
dear money tifroughout the world are, 
in the first instance, the huge expen- 
ditures brought about by the South At- 
rican war, costing the British people in 
round figures something like two hun- 
tired and fifty million pounds sterling; 
the great war between Kussian and 
Japan both of which turned money from 
its natural industrial channel, and fin- 
ally the great wave of prosperity which 
has literally swept over the world of re- 
cent years, ‘Lhe last mentioned tactor 
is by far the most important. To real- 
ize that it is so needs only a moment's 
thought on the great industrial develop- 
ment that has taken place in connection 
with the three great manufacturing na- 
tions of the world—Cireat Britain, the 
United States and Germany. In each ot 
(nese countries, particularly in regara 
to the two last, the rate of progress 
and development in, comparatively-speak- 

_ ing, the last few years has been aston- 

ishingly great. ‘he expansion of com- 
and industrial enterprise 
‘throughout the world has, as a matter 
ot tact, been proceeding In a greater 
ratio than has the increase of the wor|d’s 
supply of gold, the basis of all commer-

in every part of the country the same 
story of prosperity and expansion is to 
be told, ‘he great crowds of new citl- 
zens that have poured into the country 
have had to have their needs supplied, 
(Those of them that have taken up farm- 
ing in the west as the means by which 
fo gain a livelihood have had to be suap- 
plied with méchinery, and the greut 
growing population so rapidly increas- 
Ing has demanded such an increase in 
the supply of manufactured goods that 
in every industry there has taken place 
an enormous expansion. 
Have Enlarged Establishments, 

The maputacturer and the. merchant, 
in order to keep pace with the demands 
of the people have had to enlarge their 
establishments, and the demand for 
money to carry out these works has been 
so great that at the present time it is 
absolutely impossible for the banke and 
loan corporations to meet them, and, in 
apite of the fact that the rates of in- 
terest have been considerably increased 
they are now only able to deal with 
such applications as will yield absolute- 
ly the most advantageous results to 
themselves. In other words, Canada’s 
own tremendous development and pros- 
perity, affords the reason why money 
should, be dearer here than in other 
countries, 

It was frankly admitted to the Globe 
reporter by more than one head of big 
Toronto institutions that it was impos- 
sible for them to afford that accommo- 
dation to local industries as had been 
afforded in the past. In this connection 
a point of great interest and consider- 
able importance to Toronto arises, Since 
the beginning of the year, building per- 
mits have been issued in the city aggre- 
gating in value $10,689,330, A consider- 
able portion of this proposed construc- 
ive work is house property, and with 
the need for greater house accommoda-

it is of the greatest importance that 
these building operations should, not be 
interfered with. It myst also be borne 
in mind that to a large extent the erec- 
tion of new house property is undertaken 
&s a speculation purely and simply and 
those engaged in this business are depen- 
dent on the banks and loan societies for 
the meang of carrying on their work. 
The question is, therefore, whether or 
not the stringency of the money market 
will prevent any large portion of these 
undertakings for which permits have 
been ‘issued being carried out. 
Made Financial Arrangements. 

Asked whether he thought that such 
would be the case one gentleman said 
most emphatically, “No! because peo- 
ple, hefore obtaining their permits, at 
least in a great majority of cases, have

No 
doubt some isolated cases will be inter.

There is another feature of the situa- 
tive that os wi yof consideration. Lt 
is more than possible that the stringency 
of meney may have a good effect in the 
long tun by restraining municipalities 
in the west,, particularly, from undue 
spending and in reducing the existing *n- 
flated values of township lands. In that 
resp at some benefit will acerue, al- 
though the remedy is rather a severe 
01+, Sfecwlation in all forms, whether 
in stocks, land values, or in what may 
be regarded as more legitimate, but what 
is none the less speculation, industrial 
devi'ipment is bad, and, to use the 
words of the gentleman previously quot- 
64, “It i not tmprchable that our in- 
dustrial progress at the present time is 
fasiee Une fu'aic, and while I am stul 
oupttinistis as t, the fature of the coun- 
try, and belicve that the economic con- 
ditions are sound, yet 1 think it possible 
to make haste too rapidly. If there was 
no other result it would foster a spirit 
of extravagance on the part of our peo- 
ple, which in itself is not desirable.” 

A Restraining Influence, 

As a matter of fact there is already 
evidence that this restraining influence 
is bearing results. On the part of all 
the financiers interviewed there was a 
cordial agreement with regard to the 
position of the west. In each instance 
the Opinion was expressed that there 
could not be desired better security than 
that offered by western farm lands, pro- 
viding of course, that reasonable care 
was exercised. ‘I'he proof of the pudd- 
ing is in the eating, and the faith that 
loan companies have in farm lands as a 
security at the present time is shown by 
the fact that at one board meeting in 
Yoronto this week eighty mortgages on 
farm lands were passed. Some of the re- 
presentatives of the investment compan- 
les this year have spent a very consider- 
able time in visiting and investigating 
the conditions of the west, and, as before 
suuiied, they regata weii-selected ilarm 
lands as offering excellent security. On 
the other hand there is a concurrence 
of opinion that too great care cannot 
he exercised in the dealing in western 
town lots, and that if loans have been 
made to any extent on out-lying urban 
securities trouble will certainly result. 


There is practical evidence that a Spirit; 


of greater sanity In regard to township 
Investments is beginning to prevail tn 
the country, The extravagant ex pendi- 
ture of some of the western communi- 
ties is being curbed by the refisal ot 
the public to supply money by taking 
their bond issues and the intlated valucs 
are tumbling. No better instance can 
be given of how values have been forced 
up than that of a case which occurred 
in a well-known western town. A prop- 
erty held by an eastern holder was as- 
sessed at $4,000, but on it being cffered 
for sale, the best bid secured was $2,500, 
In spite’ of this Very practical valuation 
of the property the assessment when it 
was appealed against, was upheld. ‘Le 
quote amother ‘’Bronto tmanetal “man: 
“Lhe ‘Town Cotincils havé been ran by 
boomsters, who have forced’ tip assess- 
ments in the hope that the values would 
become permatient. im. order*to ‘ereate 
town lots, all sorts of things have been 
done ,sewers, and sidewalks and électrie 
lights having been run into the bush 
while in one place they have subdivided 
Te side of a hill, Assessments have 
been pushed up, and the figures sent out 
to investors as values. The investor, of 
course, considers the percentage of debt 
to the assessed value—ten per cent, is 
considered reasonable, excluding depts 
on such things as waterworks, which are 
assets when owned by the municipality 
and the result is misleading. Now this 
increase of assessments, inflating values, 
is telling against the municipalities, if 
means that the British and eastern in- 
Yestors will not buy the securities ot 
these towns, and today large bunches ot 
debentures remain unsold. 

Another interesting feature in connec- 
tion with western business at the present 
time is that there is a good deal of pri- 
vate European money going into the west 
There are a great many Englishmen pos- 
sessing small amounts of capital going 
out west, who are impressed with the 
country, and who are 8iving loans on 
farm land security, while they are, as a 
rule, unwilling to have anything to de 
with town securities, There can be no 
doubt but that this foan bucinase will 
expand, and by its means, to some ex- 
tent, the necessary moneys to meet leg. 
‘inate requirements will be proviaea. 
eurcaer, Were is every evidence that 
Hriush capitalists are becoming more 
and more interested in the growth and 
prosperity of the agricultural west. Ono 
instance of what is taking place came 
particularly ukder the writer's notice 
during a recent visit to Great Britain, 
Last year a representative of a large 
Private 10an business in Kirmingham 
Visited western Canada. His firm’s op- 
erations had, up to that time, been con- 
fined to Australia, but so favorable was 
fils report that they have decided two 
transfer their work and the firm, which 
controls capital, amounting to aethine 
like $7,000,000, to Canada; indeed, they 
have already invested a considerable am- 
ount in ‘the country, Again, almost eVery 
boat arriving from the old country is 
bringtng men from South Africa, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, who aro not 
saustied with conditions prevailing in 
those countries and who have left then 
with the intention ot investing their 
capital in Canada,

The builder of the yacht is Captain 
EK. J. Warde, and he gays that he has 
put in the best part of two years 
getting the boat built exactly the way 
he wants it. Now that it is com- 
pleted the captain announces that he 
will start shortly for the Arctic re- 
gions, where he is to conduct a geo 
logical. survey, 

When pressed for details coneern- 
ing the scientific exploration party, 
Warde declined to furnish the names 
of scientists who would go out with 
him, and talked in vague terms of the 
work whieh was to. be done,’ He claims 
to come from an old race of explorers, 
his father’ and grandfather having 
been northern seamen in the early 
days. 

According to his statement he will 
take the yacht wp to the Mackenzie 
River within a few weeks and hunt, 
fish and explore around there for some 
time. He intends to return south 
when the ice opens. The crew of 
the vessel will have to be all picked 
men, every man a volunteer, and 
only about half a dozen will be taken 
from this port or Vancouver, The 
remainder of the crew will be made 
up of Esquimaux, picked up in we 
north. The captain may also indulge 
in a little seal hunting just by way of 
relaxation. 

Warde has been in the city for the 
past few days trying to pick ont men 
suitable for the job of handling a 
vessel which is going north to hunt 
and explore and fish a little, but up 
to date he has not secured any volun. 
teers. No others will be taken,

San Francisco, ‘Cal., Aug. 29.—The 
task of showing that the Pacific 
States Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany in 1905 sought to prevent the 
entrance into Oakland of the Home 
Telephone Company by organizing & 
“straw” company, and obtaining for 
it a franchise, was resumed at the 
continuance of the Glass bribery case 
today. Attorney A. W. Beasley, of 
San Jose, who testified that he had 
bid in the franchise and furnished a 
surety bond of $2,500 to the Oakland 
council and then had signed and de- 
livered through Halsey all his stock- 
holding in the ‘straw company” to E, 
J. Seimmer, who at that time was an 
auditor for the Pacific States ‘Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 

Subsequently the scheme was aban- 
doned and Seimmer went to the clerk 
of the Oakland County court and 
caused the franchise to be forfeited 
and the bond released. He received 
for his service $100 a month and 
about $11,500 for expenses.

IS THIS CAUSE OF 
APPENDICITIS 2 


Prof. Battle Presents Theory to 
Effect That Steel-Rolled 
Flour is to Blame. 


London, August 29.—William Henry 
Battle, F.R.C.8., in a remarkable lec- 
ture delivered at St, Thomas’ Hos- 
pital, declared his belief that the 
spread of appendicitis was due to the 
world-wide use of American — steel. 
rolled flour, Such an authority #s 
The Linest says: “We are inclined to 
think there may be good foundation 
for Professor Battle’s theory.” 

Seydral theories have been suggest- 
ed lately to account for the enormous 
increase in the prevalence of the 
disease. Aiter discussing some of the 
suggestions, Professor’ Battle brings 
forth the idea that minagte particles 
of iron are the real cause. He shows 
that the great increase in appendicitis 
first occurred in America just after 
steel and iron rollers had been intro- 
duced for grinding wheat, The in- 
crease in appendicitis occurred first, 
he says, in towns where rolled flour 
was first used. Then it spread to 
villages, and lastly to negroes, who 
earlier had escaped, and this spread 
corresponded with the spread in the 
use of rolled flour, An invasion of 
England followed The much lower 
eost of American flour made it al- 
most impossible for any extensive 
grinding of flour to take place in this 
country. 

If Professor Battle’s explanation: be 
correct it should be expected that iron 
particles would be found in the 
centre of the appendical conc:etions, 
and so they are, Professor Battle 
says that in a typical case of appen- 
dicitis in which an operation was 
performed he found in the centre cf 
the concretions irregular fragments of 
iron,
